ENGINEERS GATHER 


Interesting Mooting of Locomotive 


Brotherhood Men. 


CHIEF ARTHUR ADDRESSES THEM 


BeealK tbe Growth of the Organization 


and Point. Oat the Good It Has 


Done—Other Prominent Rail- 


road Men Preient. 


Port Jcrvis, N. Y., April 13.—One 


thousand engineers from the several 
divisions of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers on the Erie, Jersey 
Central, West Shore, Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western, Erie & Wyoming 
Valley and Fall Brook railroads and 
all the elevated railroads of New York 
city held a grand union meeting in the 
Opera house here yesterday afternoon. 
Three special trains, one from Scran- 
ton, one from Hornellsville and one 
from Jersey City, supplied by the Erie 
company, carried the delegates to and 
from this place. The special train 
from Jersey City was pulled by the "F. 
B. Thomas" locomotive, which was 
Ijuilt by the Association of Erie Engi- 
neers for exhibition at the Chicago 
World's Fair, and which was recently 
purchased by the Erie road for 59,000, 
Among the prominent railroad officials 
present were Superintendent of Mo- 
tive Power Mitchell of the Erie; George 
West, superintendent of motive power 
of the Ontario & Western; and Super- 
intendent Maguire of the eastern 
division of the Erie. Others present 
were Shandy Maguire, poet engineer, 
of Oswego, y. Y., and "Uncle Ben'' 
Hafner of Port Jervis, N. Y., the oll- 
est locomotive engineer in the United 
States; also the clergy of the village, 
Mayor Cardy :md the board of village 
trustees. Tho speakers were Judge N. 
B. Fullcrton of Port Jervis; Grand 
Chief Engineer P. M. Arthur of Cleve- 
land; Rev. M. Hallcy, rector of St. 
Mary's Roman Catholic church of Port 
Jervis and Sandy Maguire. 


Chief Arthur'! Remarks. 


Chief Arthur spoke, in part, as fol- 


lows: 
Let me tell you of some of the 


things. accomplished by the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. We 
have given railroad companies a 
more reliable and trustworthy class 
of engineers than they ever had 
before. We have code rules as to so- 
briety, etc., which our men are com- 
pelled to live up to or be discharged. 
In all its hist ory of thirty-three years, 
our order never countenanced a dishon- 
orable or unlawful act by its members. 
Last year 373 men were discharged 
from our order for intoxication. I hold 
that no man has a right to step on a 
locomotive with human lives in keep- 
ing while under the influence of 
liquor, and no punishment is toD se- 
vere for one who does so. We are try- 
ing to rid the railroad service of unre- 
liable men. In 1353 I was employed 
as an engineer on a neighboring rail- 
road at £.V> a month, firemen got $30 
and conductors $40. We drew up a pe- 
tition to the managers, couched in re- 
spectful language, for more pay. What 
do you think they did 1 They tore it 
up and ordered us all discharged. Ten 
years later tha Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Engineers forwarded another pe- 
tion which was drawn up by the same 
men and was addressed to the same 
managers. 
Mark the result. 
The 


petition was granted, and the en- 
gineer's pay was raised to 33.50 a day 
and the firemen's in proportion. 


Strikes Sometime* NeceMary. 


"The Brotherhood of Lomotive En- 


gineers has protected its members 
from unfair aud arbitrary dismissals; 
has saved many a man from a drunk- 
ard's fate to be a comfort to his f amily 
and an honor to the community. It 
has paid $0,000,000 on death benefits 
and over half a million dollars to 
needy members. There is much mis- 
taken prejudice against labor organi- 
zations. 
Lf the commercial, monied 


and professional classes organize to 
promote :ind conserve their interests 
why should not the workingman? But 
you say our order has had strikes. I 
admit it, and under the same circum- 
stances v, e would strike again. I say, 
without fear of contradiction, that 
had the railroad managers met us in 
the same spirit of fairness tha.t we 
met them there would have been no 
strikes. When corporations are arbi- 
trary, self-willed and stubborn, in- 
stead of binsr fair, then the only hope 
of labor is in coercive measures with- 
in the bounds of the law, and if they 
c:vu supply our places we must retire." 
Chief Atthnr also addrebsed a large 
union me etm<* at the Methodist church 
lest evening.

At the fifth shot Branscomb, 
who was with Richards, fell pierced 
by a bullet.

CUBAN BELLIGERENCY. 


Member, ef tbe Home Believe They Start 


Gone Far Bnongh. 


Washington, April 13.—A careful 


canvass of the house of representatives 
shows a complete cessation of excite- 
ment over the Cuban situation. Tha 
sympathy of the members is still with 
the insurgents, but some unexpected 
circumstances will be necessary to 
again arouse them to action. The 
most general expression of opinion on 
both sides of the chamber is that con- 
gress has done its duty in adopting, 
by an ouerwhelming vote, tha resolu- 
tions declaring that the insurgents 
were entitled to belligerent rights. 
Having done this, and the matter now 
being in the hands of the president, 
it is deemed better to leave it there. 
While not openly expressed, there was 
a tacit admission by many of the con- 
spicuous leaders that the house would 
be acting unfairly to the president in 
adopting a joint resolution of belliger- 
ency which it would bo mandatory 
upon him to approve or veto. Demo- 
crats generally who claim to have fa- 
miliarized themselves with the subject 
assert that recognition is purely an 
executive function and that the house 
would not be justified in going further 
than defining its own position. 


There is one gentleman, however, 


who does not agree with his associates 
as to the president's probable action. 
This is Robert R. Hitt of Illinois, the 
chairman of the house foreign affairs 
committee, whose prominence in the 
several Cuban debates gives to his ut- 
terances an especial significance. Mr. 
Hitt regards it as likely that president 
Cleveland will, within a reasonable 
time, issue a proclamation recognizing 
the belligerency of the Cubans. He 
does not base this upon any informa- 
tion he has received, nor did he care 
to predict when the president might 
take such action. The speedily ap- 
proaching rainy season, ending active 
campaigning for six months, makes 
that time a fit limit, and the last one 
for waiting. Mr. Hitt referred to the 
enormous majorities with which the 
first resolutions passed the house, and 
said that after a month, when every 
member had had an opportunity to hear 
from his constituents, the resolutions 
again passed the house by practically 
the same majority. He believes that if 
the president has reasons and f aets (a- 
tal to the spirit of the resolutions he 
should i have communicated them to 
congress. 


BISHOP RYAN'S REMAINS. 


Conveyed to the Cathedral in BuBalo 


•Where They Will Lie In State. 


Buffalo, April 13.—With all tho 


solemnity and dignity befitting the 
occasion the remains of the late Right 
Rev. 
Bishop Ryan were removed yes- 


terday afternoon from his late resi- 
dence to the cathedral, where th,ey 
will be interered to-morrow morning 
under the altar, beside those of his pre- 
decessor, Bishop Timon and the late 
Vicar General Gleason. Tho cortege 
was one of the largest witnessed in 
this city. At 3 o'clock the casket con- 
taining the remains was carried from 
house by eight priests and placed in 
the hearse. The signal to start was 
given, and the cortege moved Delaware 
avenue which was thronged with people 
The mass of people about the cathedral 
was so dense that ropes had to be 
stretched to keep the line of march 
clear. Arrived at the cathedral the 
procession halted and the casket uns 
lifted from the hearse and borne in in 
the edifice, the band playing "Nearer 
My God To Thee." The remains were 
placed on a catafalque near the altar, 
where they will lie in state until to- 
morrow.

Although admission was confined 


strictly to ticket holders, the street in 
front of the theatre was packed with 
people long before the opening of the 
doors, and even after tha interior had 
been filled to suffocation over a thou- 
sand men and women besieged the en- 
trance. 
On the stage were 400 or 


more representative citizens, including 
nearly every member of the appellate 
and superior judiciary, several county 
officials, delegations from every medi- 
cal and law college "and institution of 
learning in the city and suburbs and a 
number of retired divines. Every sect 
and denomination, without an excep- 
tion, had its representative. When 
Col. Ingersoll made his appearance, 
arm in arm with Dr. Rusk, there was 
loud applause mingled with murmurs 
from some who seemed to regard such 
a demonstration as foreign to a reli- 
gious service. In the prayer that fol- 
lowed the musical exercises Dr. Rusk 
asked a special blessing on their guest 
of the day, who was endeavoring to 
show the world how this life might be 
made one of usefulness and joy, and 
invoked a dispensation for his wife 
and children, while, in his introductory 
remarks Dr. Shaw characterized Col. 
Ingersoll as "the man who is endeavor- 
ing to dothis world good and to make 
it better." This, he said, was no time 
to reason, no time to disagree with the 
beliefs of men or the faiths of {men 
when they were trying to make the 
world better than they found it. No 
matter, he said, whether a man be- 
lieved in God or not, if he expounded 
the truth, then the truth was there 
and God was there. 


No Darknaw But Ignorance, 


As Col Ingersoll steppped to the ros- 


trum he was welcomed with applause 
that lasted for over a minute. With 
the suggestion that while his hearers 
and himself might be travelling differ- 
ent roads they were all trying to add 
to human joy and happiness. He took 
as his text the quotation from Shake- 
speare, whom he characterized as the 
"greatest of human beings " "There 
is no darkness bat ignorance," and for 
two hours spoke upon the necessity ot 
arbitration as a substitute for war, 
the need for new methods in the treat- 
ment of criminals, the desirability of 
the occupancy of the prairies of the 
west for homes as a, panacea for tene- 
ment system, the question of divorce, 
the relations of capital and labor and 
the need of reform in the education of 
children. When he concluded the sp- 
planse was loud and long continued, 
many of those in the foyer waving 
their handkerchiefs and hats. The con- 
gregation united in singing "Blest Bo 
the Tie That Binds," and with the pro- 
nouncing of the benediction the unique 
service came to an end. 


OUR STARCH CHEAPER. 


Quality Not the Cause of Iti Large SaU 


in Germany. 


Berlin, April 13.—Dr. Satire, who was 


sent to tho United Stateji at the in- 
stance of the German Starch Producers' 
association to inquire into the starch 
industries in America, has returned 
aud made his report to the government. 
The main cause of the increase of 
American competition against the 
German starch industries is not, he 
says, that the American product is of 
"tetter quality, but that the price is 
•cheaper, a condition due to the con- 
centration of the American starch in- 
dustry. He recommends German manu- 
facturers to combine as the Americans 
have done, otherwise they will be 
beaten out of the market. 


BANQUET AT ATHENa 


The Foreign fAthletm Thanked by tne 


Kins for Their Attendance. 


Athens, April 13.—A grand banquet 


was given at the palace yesterday, at 
which 260 guests were present, includ- 
ing the oriranizers of the Olympic 
games and tha contestants.

I seize this occasion to extend 


my warmest congratulations to the 
victors. Soon you will return to your 
homes. I will not say adieu to you, 
but au revoir. Keep a good souvenir 
of us and do not forget the enthusias- 
tic welcome we have given you." The 
king then proceeded to pay a special 
compliment to Louis, the Greek, who 
won the long-distance race from Ma- 
rathon to Athens, The queen was in- 
disposed and, therefore, unable to be 
present at the banquet, but she sent 
her good wishes to the contestants.

Berlin, April 13.—The principal and 


most delicate point of discussion be- 
tweenr the kaiser and King- Humbert 
at Venice thU afternoon will be the 
question of the papal succession, but 
they will also discuss the future plans 
of the dreibund. The newspapers here 
mils tho fact that Chancellor Prince 
Hohonlohe prior to his starting on his 
recent leave of absence sent upon a se- 
cret mission to the Vatican Dr. Krau«, 
the Catholic professor of the universi- 
ty, with special instructions relating 
to the future conclave of the college of 
cardinals for the selection of a pope. 
The mission and the instructions given 
to Dr. Kraua were assented to by Car 
dinal Kopp, archbishop of Breslau. Dr 
Kraua wan also charged to develop in 
his visit to tha Vatican the views ex- 
pressed by the emperor in the course 
of the two interviews between the 
kaiser and Cardinal San Felice on the 
occasion of his majesty's recent visit to 
Naples. Dr. Kraua has seen several 
high ecclesiastics and important per- 
sonages since his arrival in Rome, but 
the result of his mission, which is mere- 
ly tentative and inquisitive, -is known, 
only to the governing heads. Although 
the pope is still hale and shows no di- 
minuitlon of his ability to conduct the 
affairs of his office, it is not premature, 
in view of the advanced age of the pon- 
tiff, to form a concert of action with 
the aim of obtaining the election of a 
successor to his holiness who will be 
favorable to the interests of the drei- 
bund and less inclined to democracy, 
as well as less friendly to France than 
Leo XIII. 


Grave Political Matter*. 


After the conference between tha 


monarchs, ministers and ambassadors 
there will ba a gala dinner at the royal 
palace, at which Emperor William, 
King Humbert, the members of tha 
ministry, Baron von Bulow, German 
ambassador to Italy; Count von Eulea- 
burg, grand marshal of the Prussian 
court; Count lanza di Buses, Italian 
ambassador to Germany; Gens. Engel- 
brecht and Grimli of tha German army; 
Gen. Penzio Vaglio, minister of the 
Italian royal 
household; 
Admiral 


Brochetti of the Italian navy; Prince 
Strongeli and a number of senators and 
members of the chamber of deputies 
•will be present. Bands of music will 
play in the gardens of the palace and 
in the Piazza St. Marks. In the even- 
ing there will be night fetes on the 
grand canal when & great cortege of 
illuminated gondolas will pass through 
the canal and choral music will be dis- 
coursed from various points as well as 
upon the moving boats. Everything 
connected with the affair is designed 
to give the imperial party a complete 
exhibition of festive Venice 
Princa 


Hohenlohe will meat the emperor in 
Vienna to-morrow, prior to the court 
dinner which will ba given in honor of 
tha kaiser on that day. Tha Austrian 
ambassador here, M. de Szogyeny- 
Marich, will go to Vienna to take part 
in tha conferences which will be held 
during the emperor's two days stay at 
the Austrain capital. Tha presence of 
31. de Szogyeny-Marich in Vienna upon 
this occasion is regarded as further 
proof that grave political natters are 
engaging the attention of the heads of 
the powers comprising the dreibund. 


Vantattie Dednetloni. 


There is every reason to believe that 


the cause assigned for Princa Hohen- 
lohe'8 proposed visit to Paris shortly— 
that he desired to see and condole with 
his wife's stepmother upon tha death 
of her grandson, Prince Chigi, who was 
killed by the Abyssiniana at the battle 
of Adowa—Is absolutely true, but this 
has not served the French newspaper* 
as a sufficient reason for tha presence 
of the German chancellor in the capi- 
tal of France. The French newspapers 
are filled with articles drawing fantas- 
tic deductions as to his motives for 
visiting Paris. These journals declare 
that they have not seen a single promi- 
nent French politician who did not 
visit ithe German embassy, when ha 
had to do so, in the strictest incognito, 
yet they assert that Prince Hohenlohe's 
visit to Paris is in ordar to cultivate 
the friendliest relations between Ger- 
many and Franca. 
Resenting thu 


view of the matter, the Berlin Post 
says that Germany has no need to ask 
anything of France, being abundantly 
able to give and not desiring to re- 
ceive support.

says that tha position of Germany is so 
clear that it ought not to lend color 
even to French fantasies.
